industry, has been put off a week, 
however, in order to allow all 
members of both boards to be 
present. 

Recent actions by three town 
boards on the matter - 
Conservation Commission, Plan- 
ning Board and Finance 
Committee - which has been 
providing potential roadblocks to 
project, ignited the heaviest 
verbal assault by selectmen in 
recent years Monday night. 

Selectman Roger W. Collins 
said he was ‘‘quite miffed at 
reports from the FinCom, 
Planning Board and Conserva- 
tion Commission. We have been 
negotiating with a reputable 
firm for a year and now we have 
to turn around and negotiate with 
these people (the town boards. )

The selectman was also 
critical of the Conservation Com- 
mission which has been 
demanding the town take 
ownership of riverfront property 
along the Merrimack. The 
selectmen and Hewlett-Packard, 
the proposed industrial tenant,

have agreed to a conservation 
easement. 

The planning board came in for 
criticism for its support of the 
Conservation Commission. 

Selectman Milton Greenberg 
was also critical of the FinCom 
stating he was going to the 
meeting scheduled for tonight, to 
take issue with the contention 
that the selectmen are not doing 
their job. 

The FinCom alluded to the 
efforts of the selectmen in a 
published report of their meeting 
last week. 

Greenberg said ‘‘if the 
selectmen do not go as a board, I 
certainly intend to go before the 
FinCom and ask them about this 
charge. I certainly feel I am 
doing my job and intend to tell 
them as an individual and 
member of this board.”’ 

Later, Greenberg agreed with 
Selectman Alan F. French, who 
suggested that such a joint 
meeting may go a long way 
toward solving some differences 
on basic issues such as figures.

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New Junior High Program Due

A totally new seventh grade 
educational program will begin 
in Andover’s two junior high 
schools next September, marking 
the school system’s long 
contemplated first move toward 
a middle school program. 

This year’s sixth graders will 
move to the East and West 
Junior High School buildings as 
usual next fall, but their learning 
program, unlike the ninth and 
tenth graders, will be 
characteried by team organiza- 
tion, an interdisciplinary 
approach and very flexible time 


frames, instead of switching to a 
different class every 45 minutes 
on the bell. 

According to East Junior High 
Principal Dr. Richard McGrail 
and West Junior High Principal 
William Hart, the seventh grade 
at each of their schools next year 
will be divided into two teams - 
ideally of 120 students each. 

Leading each seventh grade 
team will be a faculty team of 
four - an English teacher, a math 
teacher, a science and a social 
studies teacher - who will work 
full-time with the members of 
that seventh grade team and with

Andover schools would have a 
middle school educational 
program for seventh and eighth 
graders, sharing each building 
with the traditional program of 
the ninth graders. 

The middle school concept 
would bring sixth graders up to 
join the seventh and eighth 
graders and the more extensive 
laboratory an‘ other facilities, 
and make the ninth grade part of 
a four-year high school. This is 
impossible in Andover at this 
point in time because the high 
school is already overcrowded. 
But Andover’s_ school 
administrators, charged by the 
school committee with providing 
improvement and more 
individualization in the secon- 
dary school programs, apparent- 
ly feel that the programs cannot 
wait for the buildings. 


Although Dr. McGrail says 
that the plans are ‘‘definitely 
past the talking stage and in the 
planning stage’ at East, and 


West Junior High already has 
faculty committees working on 
shaping objectives and planning 
how to implement the basic 
blueprint of the plan, some 
school committee members may 
be taken by surprise. The 
TOWNSMAN reported late last 
fall that junior high 
administrators were discussing 
such a plan with their faculties, 
but it has not been mentioned in 
public school committee 
meetings. 


Team Plans 

What is the basic blueprint of 
the plan? 

The two teams at each junior 
high school will spend three 
hours a day (the equivalent of 
four normal class periods) 
learning in the four core subject 
fields of English (language arts), 
math, science and social studies. 
They will spend their time in 
varied student and teacher 
groupings, and varied time 
patterns. Other faculty members 
often will join groups for 
interdisciplinary units, which 
will be planned by the four 
members of the teacher team. 
The flexible time frame will 
allow time for the class discus- 
sion of a film, where real 
learning is exchanged. If the 
movie is on France, a French 
teacher may join the group to 
give the discussion added 
dimension. A music or art 
teacher may be called as a 
resource, in study of a particular 
land or era. 

Team A and Team B will spend 
another hour and a half each day 
on other subjects which must be 
specifically scheduled, because 
they have specialized space 
requirements - art, music 
physical education, industrial 
arts or homemaking - or in 
foreign languages. Here, it is the 
foreign language teachers, not 
the specialized space, which 
must be specifically scheduled, 
because each must be shared 
with the eighth and ninth grades. 


Most of these activities will 
profit from having a time block 
of an hour and a half. 
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Some of these teachers will be 
part time members of a seventh 
grade team, responsible for some 
participation in the flexibly 
scheduled core learning 
program, as well as the 
scheduled time. Each team will 
have a music, art, health, and 
guidance part-time member, as 
well as a Learning Disabilities 
tutor. 

An important part of the new 
seventh grade organization, 
according to teachers and ad- 
ministrators at both schools, will 
be planning time for the full-time 
teaching team. The hour and a 
half which Team A or Team B is 
spending pursuing its scheduled 
activities, its teacher team is 
using to project the main 
educational program ahead, 
develop interdisciplinary units, 
and diagnose the progress and 
problems of the individual 
students whom all four teachers 
share and discuss. 

Scheduling 

The basic blueprint of a 
schedule has been worked out, 
and is feasible, administrators 
assure. For example, Team A 
might take the first three hours 
of school (the first four class 
periods) for its flexible time 
frame for core subjects each 
day, then have the next hour and 
a half free for lunch and free 
period; They would be scheduled 
into the activities and subjects of 
other areas for the last hour and 
a half, the normal seventh and 
eighth period, spending the entire 
double period on one activity 
where this is appropriate. 

Team B, in contrast, might 
split its flexible time period for 
core subjects in half, using the 
first two periods of the day and 
the last two periods of the day. 
Then they could be scheduled into 
other subjects in the hour and a 
half of the third and fourth 
period, while Team A is having 
lunch and a free period. Team A 
would have its planning time at 
the end of the day, Team B in the 
late morning, third and fourth 
periods, each while its team is 
dispersed into the various 
scheduled activities.

“There'll be a number of 
possibilities for areas of study to 
cooperate, reinforce and enrich 
each other, whether you arrange 
the curriculum thematically or 
chronologically.

Middle Schools 

Anderson sees a need for a 
middle school, for an age group 
ready for labs, and to use the 
basic skills learned in 
elementary school for more ad- 
vanced work, but not yet ready to 
shift from subject to subject and 
teacher to teacher six times a 
day. “You want something 
somewhere between the elemen- 
tary school and the high school 
program. You want something to 
engage the capabilities and 
curiosities and interests of that 
exploratory age these students 
are in.”’ 

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of the Andover 
Schools, points out that the mid- 
dle school concept is not a new 
one, that it has been operating 
over a period of years in many 
schools, as a type of program 
designed specifically for the fifth 
or sixth to eighth grader, with 
many variations. 

North Andover will open its 
middle school program in 
September, in a separate middle 
school building. When the new 
high school opens, the present 
high school will become North 
Andover’s middle school. Daniel 
J. McCarthy, principal of the 
Atkinson School, told the 
TOWNSMAN that he already has 
flexible time frames and team 
teaching in operation this year 
for his seventh and eighth 
grades, with four teachers 
handling teams of 125-135, “‘And 
we like it very much! Another 
thing: we’re very overcrowded 
right now, and we’ve found that 
we can handle an overcrowded 
situation a lot better with the 
flexibility this program offers 
than the old way.” 


Andover’s middle school 
planners are having to make con- 
tingency plans to take into 
account the possibility that St. 
Augustine’s School may close 
down its seventh and eighth 
grades, suddenly adding more 
than 100 extra pupils to those 
grades in the public schools. 


Five years ago, School 
Committeewoman Mrs. Virginia 
Cole talked town meeting into 
scaling a $2 million complete 
renovation of East Junior High 
School down to $400,000 for 
necessary repairs and some 
refurbishing. Her argument: 
although educators agreed on 
what elementary schools should 
accomplish, there was not yet 
agreement among educators 
outside or inside Andover, on 
what should be happening inside 
junior high school buildings; 
therefore, it would be foolish to 
spend $2 million to renovate 
buildings that you didn’t know 
how you were going to use. 

Now five years later, the 
direction is apparently set in An- 
dover, and the questions 
answered. The die is cast for in- 
terdisciplinary team teaching in 
a middle school program, and it 
will start with the seventh grade 
next year. :

receiving full value for every tax 
dollar. Drawing on his 
professional background of 
program planning and evalua- 
tion, Mr. Steen believes we 
should review all new programs 
for the impact and contribution 
to our children’s education. 
While supporting the programs 
of personalized instruction, he 
believes we should do more in 
recognizing the special needs of 
students for structured learning 


‘environments as well as the 


individual effort approach. He 
believes we should provide 
school facilities which are com- 
patible with our programs of 
instruction, but which give a fair 
and equal treatment for all 
students. 

Mr. Steen believes we should 
direct our attention to our Junior 
and Senior High Schools to 
further develop continuity in 
our programs of personalized in- 
struction, while encouraging a 
sense of community association 
and respect for self and others. 

From his professional 
experience in personnel develop- 
ment, the School Committee 
candidate believes we should 
explore new methods to allow 
teachers greater opportunity for 
meaningful participation in the 
development of educational 
programs. 

Finally, Mr. Steen believes we 
must encourage and expand 
community participation in 
decisions affecting our children’s 
learning experience. This wiil 
allow us to retain the individual 
qualities of each school within 
the framework of the entire 
school system. Mr. Steen states 
that he must maintain an 
independent point of view and 
represent the views of all persons 
in providing quality education.

Discussed 
At Luncheon 


A Massachusetts Law Reform 
Institute staff attorney told the 
Andover League of Women 
Voters at their midwinter 
luncheon at the Lanam Club Mon- 
day that both the Institute and 
the Lawyers’ Commission for 
Civil Rights had found grievous 
injustices against the poor in 
many Massachusetts courts. “Tn 
some courts ramrod assembly 
justice is going on, where rights 
are laughed at instead of being 
secured for indigent 
defendants.”’ 

Ernest Winslow told the 
League members, who have been 
holding study units on the 
Massachusetts Judiciary system, 
that the Massachusetts Law 
Reform Instituted had petitioned 
the Superior Court in 1970 to set 
up long-needed rules to govern 
criminal proceedings. Wanted 
were rules insuring defendent’s 
rights to counsel, bail rights, and 
proper probation procedures. 

To the reformers’ 
disappointment, he said, the 
Superior Court did not hold open 
hearings, as is customary, and 
gave its recommendations to two 
Chief Justices, including one 
whose judicial misbehavior had 
been the source of many of the 
complaints. 

“The absolute right of the poor 
to counsel in a serious case is the 
most vital right in the whole 
court system ”’ Atty Winslow told 
the women, ‘‘because it insures 
all the other rights, with an 
effective lawyer. Without the 
right to counsel, the defendant is 
at the mercy of the whim of the 
judge.” ; 

Other rights which the 
M.L.R.T. is trying to ensure are 
bail rights, and the right to 
proper procedures. 

To persons interested in 
improving the quality of justice 
in Massachusetts, the attorney 
recommended the ‘‘Orange 
Book’’, findings and recommen- 
dations of the Lawyers’ 
Commission for Civil Rights. He 
cited the effectiveness and need 
of trained lay court watchers. 
One of Atty. Winslow’s functions 
at the Institute is to train court 
watchers, who fill out forms to 
report on their observations of 
court procedures. 

An interesting sidelight to the 
League’s first luncheon at the 
Lanam Club was a boycott of the 
luncheon by some League 
members objecting to League 
use of a club which does not allow 
women to use the first floor of 
the club.

i Moynihan 
vai To Lecture 
“7, At Academy 


Daniel Patrick Moynihan, U.S, 
Ambassador-designate to India, 
President Nixon's former 
Cabinet member and Urban Af- 
fairs Assistant, an architect of 
the Guaranteed Annual Income 
and Family Assistance Plan, will 
speak at Phillips Academy on 
Jan. 26. 

The public is invited to hear the 
Alfred Stearns Lecture Friday at 
8 p.m. in George Washington 
Hall, when Dr. Moynihan, a 
member of Harvard’s Faculties 
of Arts and Sciences, of the 
Graduate School of Education 
and of the John F. Kennedy 
School of Government, will speak 
on ‘‘Peace.’’ There will be no 
admission charge. 

Dr. Moynihan is author of a 
book just published: ‘‘The 
Politics of a Guaranteed Income; 
The Nixon Administration and 
the Family Assistance Plan.’’ 
The new ambassador won his 
fame for fashioning the 
guaranteed income and family 
assistance plans which aimed, 
but did not succeed, in replacing 
the present welfare system. 

The recently appointed 
Ambassador to India is presently 
Consultant to the President, 
member of the President’s 
Science Advisory Committee, 
Vice Chairman of the Woodrow 
Wilson International Center for 
Scholars, member of the board of 
directors. of the American 
Association for Advancement of 
Science, and on the editorial 
boards of the ‘‘American 
Scholar’’ and ‘‘The Public 
Interest.’’ In 1969-70, he was 
Counsellor to the President, 
Member of the Cabinet, Member 
of the Domestic Council, and 
member of the Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Economic Policy. He 
was Executive Secretary of the 
Council for Urban Affairs in 1969, 
as well as Assistant to the 


President for Urban Affairs. 


Moynihan was a member of the 
United States Delegation to the 
Twenty-sixth General Assembly 
of the United Nations in 1971, and 
earlier, in 1965, was U.S. 
representative at the United 
Nations Seminar on Minorities, 
in Ljubljana. In 1964 he received 
the Meritorious Service Award of 
the Department of Labor and in 
1956 received the Arthur S. 
Flemming Award for outstan- 
ding young men in Federal Ser- 
vice as “an architect of the 
nation’s program to eradicate 
poverty.” 

Before joining the Nixon ad- 
ministration, Dr. Moynihan was 
Director of the Joint Center for 
Urban Studies of MIT and 
Harvard. 

He was educated in public and 
parochial schools in New York 
City, City College of New York, 
Middlebury College, Tufts 
College, Fletcher School of Inter- 
national Law and Diplomacy. He 
also was a Fulbright Scholar at 
the London School of Economics 
and Political Science in 1951.

Overdue | 
Long overdue was the rather forthright comments of 


Selectman Roger W. Collins Monday night, in referring 
to appointive boards of the town in the current West 
Andover Industrial park controversy. j 

Collins, traditionally mild-mannered and conservative 
in his municipal decision making, in comments lacking in 
eloquence, but laced with pertinence, asked the 
Conservation Commission, Finance Committee and 
Planning Board to ‘‘shut up for a while.” 

The selectman said that he was quite miffed at the 
three municipal groups which have cast doubt on the 
value of installing a new trunk sewer line to West 
Andover, as well as protesting the inability of the 
conservationists to obtain riverfront land outright. 

Collins noted that the board and the town manager had 
been negotiating with a reputable industrial firm, for 
over a year and now must turn around and negotiate with 
town boards. 

The Arkwright-Hewlett-Packard industrial proposal 


for West Andover has been tossed around by town boards, « 


and the selectmen for the past several weeks. 

Conservationists want their holdings increased through 
acquisition of a small portion of riverfront property. 
They are supported in their stand by planning board 
members. Finance Committee members cast doubt on 
the financial return to the town of the new industry. 

All of this follows a lengthy period of discussion 
between the town and the prospective industrial 
residents in an attempt to improve Andover’s tax base 
and possibly relieve the burdens of the average taxpayer 
in the town. 

Possibly there has been a communication gap along the 
way that needed some bridging, but, the selectmen as the 
elected leaders of the community, are in dire need of 
exemplifying a leadership role which can be 
accomplished through following Selectman Collins’ lead. 

The board has been toying with various means of 
proving they are the town’s policy making group per se. 
If they choose to be a strong influence in the community, 
they only need act in a manner suggested by the action of 
Monday night. 

Maybe, indeed, the time has come for these various 
boards and commissions to ‘‘shut up,’’ and get some 
direction from the selectmen, who have ultimate 
appointive power over all except the finance committee. 

A little communication will go a long way toward 
providing voters at town meeting with a clear picture on 
which to base their decision.

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Sanborn Classroom 


Problem Set 


Polarization of Sanborn School 
parents over plans to remove or 
cut back walls separating a pair 
of classrooms in each of three 
Sanborn School grades has 
precipitated ‘‘open education”’ as 
an issue of immediate and hot 
controversy in Andover. 

The controversy will be met 
Wednesday, Jan. 31, when 
Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert will meet with Sanborn 
School parents in their 
auditorium at 8 p.m. 

At Tuesday’s school committee 
meeting, Dr. Seifert agreed with 
Committeeman Frank Hill that 
the issue was broader than the 
three walls. He said ‘‘the 
administration should articulate 
certain things we’ve been trying 
to implement these past three 
years the highly structured 
versus the loosely structured en- 
vironment, and trying to provide 
both environments in each 
school. I hope as many people as 
possible come.” 

Dr. Griggs wants discussion of 
the directions the school is going, 
and said he hoped that teachers 
who disagreed with the 
administration could feel free to 
speak up. He claimed there had 
never been real discussion of 
open classrooms. Com- 

mitteeman Dr. Richard Katz dis- 
agreed holding that decisions on 
classrooms had been voted every 
time. ‘‘And what do you mean by 
open classroom...do you mean 
flexible classrooms?’’ Dr. Katz 
wondered why an aspiring school 
committee candidate, Caroline 
Weinroth, has written to the 
school committee deploring the 
Sanborn incident, when she was 
not even a member of the 

Sanborn district. Why her, in- 

stead of one of the 150 irate 

parents. Is it because she is run- 
ning for schoolcommittee? 


The controversy erupted last 
week at an informational 
meeting Principal Joe Normandy 
held to follow up his letter telling 
parents of plans for “the walls to 
come tumbling down”’ ina pair of 
classrooms in the first grade, the 
second grade and the sixth grade. 

Normandy estimates that 
possibly 150 out of 200 parents 
were party to the heated 
arguments at that meeting 
against “open education”’ at San- 
born School. He has since had 
telephone calls of support, he 
said, from other parents present, 
or who didn’t attend the meeting. 

The plan to remove sections of 
the wall between two first grade 
rooms, and between two second 
grade rooms, and the wall 
between two sixth grade rooms 

was in response to requests by 
the teachers involved, Normandy 
says; to facilitate the flexible 
grouping and team teaching 
which has been going on in the 
classrooms right along, and to 
make further flexible groupings

of children possible. Sanborn has 
three first, three second and 
three sixth grade rooms, and the 
result would be one contained 
classroom at each grade level, 
and a pair of connected 
classrooms. 

Mrs. Mary Bartow, Mrs. Sheila 
zeder and Mrs. Agnes Devejian 
are the three first grade 
teachers, operating in two 
classrooms, who asked to have 
the wall between the two rooms 
cut back. 

At the second grade level, Mrs. 
Betty Marciano, Mrs. Martha 
Walsh and Mrs. Dorothy Minzer 
requested partial removal of the 
wall between their two 
classrooms, and the wall 
between the sixth grade 
classrooms of George Walsh and 
Miss Dorothy Gaffney was 
scheduled to be removed, by 
those teacher’s request. Some of 
the requests, he added, are long 
standing ones. 

The Sanborn principal told the 
TOWNSMAN that everybody 
seems to have his own meaning 
for ‘open education,” which is 
most of the trouble, and why he 
doesn’t use the word. Normandy 
said he guesses that parents may 
be responding to fears that 
“today the walls come down; 
tomorrow it will be open 
education (whatever that 
means); the next day we’re like- 
ly to have free schools on our 
hands.” He says the point was 
simply to give these teachers 
flexibility to do more easily and 
fully what they’ve been doing for 
several years. 

At any rate, the Sanborn 
incident has spread well beyond 
the Sanborn school district and 
brought feelings to the surface, 
or to focus, on both sides. 

School administrators do not 
seem sorry to have the issue - 
“out in the open’? as several 
remarked Tuesday night. Their 
expressed hope is that the public 
meetings will clear up some 
misinformation they feel is part 
of the problem, give the schools a 
chance to define their terms, 
state their priorities, directions 
and models they are following, 
and see what the public thinks 
about them. School 
committeemen with 
philosophical differences ap- 
parently agree on the need for 
clarification. 

Townspeople who feel that they 
are being led down the primrose 
path in educational directions 
that the town has not chosen will 
have their say, and so will 

parents who approve of the direc- 
tions the schools have been 
moving.
